Fhe  valuations  are  suggested  by  the  editors  of  the 
Standard  Paper  Money  Catalogue. 

A “shield”  is  an  assortment  of  39  closely  trimmed  specimens  that  the  govern- 
ment mounted  on  a mat  of  heavy  paper  on  which  was  engraved  a large  shield, 
surmounted  by  an  eagle  standing  on  a shield;  in  the  talons  of  the  eagle  at  the  right 
is  a number  of  arrows,  and  at  the  left  is  an  olive  branch  with  leaves  and  berries  on 
it  and  a streamer  on  which  is  “E  pluribus  unum.”  Above  the  eagle  are  13  stars 
in  two  curved  rows,  9 in  the  upper  and  4 in  the  lower.  The  engraved  shield  seems 
to  have  been  spaced  as  for  stars  and  bars,  in  the  space  where  the  stars  would  have 
been  arc  13  specimens  in  three  rows,  4 in  each  of  the  upper  two  and  5 in  the 
third  row;  in  the  space  where  the  bars  would  have  been  are  26  specimens  arranged 
in  6 rows  of  4 in  each  row  and  below  these  under  the  second  and  third  columns 
are  the  other  2;  to  fill  out  the  space  under  the  first  and  fourth  columns  is  the 
Treasury  seal.  The  assortments  of  39  specimens  were  not  all  the  same,  on  each 
shield,  though  the  arrangement  of  denominations  probably  did  not  vary—  Excerpt 
from  “Fractional  Currency”  by  D.  W.  Valentine. 
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Many  collectors  have  asked  us  why 
the  15  cent  Grant  and  Sherman  essay 
was  not  included  in  the  Standard  Paper 
Money  Catalogue.  It  was  not  the  policy 
of  the  editors  to  include  essays  or 
specimens  in  this  catalogue.  This  very 
popular  item  would,  however,  seem 
worthy  of  a specialized  listing  so  we 
are  publishing  such  a list  in  this  Journal. 
Collectors  desiring  a reprint  of  the 
page  to  slip  in  their  catalogue  may 
have  same  mailed  flat  on  receipt  of  a 
3 cent  stamp.

American  soldiers  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses of  numismatic  friends  of  mine, 
near  to  their  encampment.” 
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UNITED  STATES  CENTS  OF  1793 


In  the  April  1869  issue  of  the 
American  Journal  of  Numismatics,  Mr. 
Sylvester  S.  Crosby  of  Boston,  Mass, 
published  an  illustrated  article  on  the 
Cents  of  1793  giving  a list  of  all  of  the 
varieties  which  he  had  been  able  to 
find  up  to  that  time. 

This  aroused  an  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject  which  led  to  the  finding  of  addi- 
tional varieties  and  in  1897,  having 
decided  that  all  of  the  varieties  had 
been  discovered,  Mr.  Crosby  brought 
out  “The  United  States  Coinage  of 
1793. — Cents  and  Half  Cents.”  So 
well  did  he  do  his  work  that  no  addi- 
tional varieties  have  since  been  found. 
He  recognized  the  two  edge  varieties 
of  11-J  but  as  he  did  not  give  different 
numbers  to  them,  the  recently  dis- 
covered double  leaf  after  DOLLAR  is 
not  considered  a “new  variety.” 

Th  ree  of  his  varieties  apparently 
disappeared,  2-C,  9-1  and  10-F,  and 
have  been  listed  as  “unknown”  by  most 
collectors  but  in  March  1942  they 
were  found  in  the  collection  of  Dr. 
Thomas  Hall  of  Boston  which  was  pur- 
chased many  years  ago  by  Virgil  Brand 
of  Chicago  so  can  now  be  put  down 


as  authentic  and  the  descriptions,  as 
given  by  Mr.  Crosby,  are  correct. 

In  order  that  collectors  may  see  these 
cents  as  they  arc  both  obverse  and  re- 
verse have  been  photographed.  Little 
need  be  added  to  the  original  descrip- 
tions but  a few  notes  on  them  may 
prove  of  interest. 

C,  2-C.  The  lower  locks  of  hair  end 
in  long,  thread-like  strands  which  al- 
most touch  the  rim  and  arc  entirely 
different  from  all  other  obverses.  These 
strands  are  so  delicate  that  they  do 
not  show  on  the  cut.  The  “slight 
crack”  starts  in  the  hair  and  runs 
through  1 to  the  rim.  The  slight  dent 
which  shows  on  the  photograph  and 
plate,  below  79,  is  caused  by  a flat 
spot  on  the  rim  where  the  flan  was 
cut  too  close.  There  are  a few  li  ght 
dents  on  the  obverse,  caused  by  hand- 
ling, but  it  shows  practically  no  sign 
of  wear  from  circulation. 

C.  9-1.  This  cent  is  much  worn  as 
can  be  seen  from  the  cuts  but  all  essen- 
tial details  can  easily  be  determined. 
It  is  a large  flan  measuring  28  mm  in 
diameter.  As  it  is  merely  a new  com- 
bination of  well  known  obverse  and 
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reverse  dies  no  further  description  is 
necessary.  [See  Footnote  2,  Crosby  p. 
25.} 

C,  10-F.  Another  combination  of 
well  known  dies.  This  cent  can  be  corn 
sidered  uncirculated  as  there  is  no  sign 
of  wear  on  any  part  of  it.  On  all  ex- 
amples of  Rev.  F which  I have  seen  in 
combination  with  Obverses  6,  7 and 
8 there  is  a slight  break  connecting  the 
tops  of  TE  in  UNITED  but  in  this 
specimen  of  10-F  the  break  is  quite 
heavy  and  extends  to  the  rim  above  E. 

C,  3-B.  Was  proved  to  be  an  altera- 
tion from  3-C  by  carefully  milling  off 
CA  in  AMERICA  and  putting  in  a 
copper  pin  as  a period  after  I.  Crosby’s 
figure  of  this  Reverse  shows  that  it 
was  a poor,  corroded  specimen  and  if 
his  plate  is  examined  with  a glass  the 
corrosion  shows  plainly  around  E in 
ONE  and  less  plainly  over  1 in  UNITED 
and  around  OF,  also  note  edge  dent 
over  AT.  This  cent  has  recently  come 
to  light  in  the  collection  of  Mr.  W.  W. 
Garrabrant  of  Morris  Plains,  N.  J. 
and  he  has  kindly  presented  it  to  the 


American  Numismatic  Society.  Mr. 
Garrabrant  purchased  this  cent  at  the 
sale  of  the  Robert  Hewitt  Collection, 
No.  179,  sold  by  Thos.  L.  Elder  March 
21,  1914,  and  in  the  August  1914  issue 
of  The  Numismatist  he  published  a 
note  showing  that  it  was  altered  from 
3-C.  The  figures  will  show  the  condi- 
tion. From  what  Mr.  Crosby  says,  he 
evidently  did  not  have  an  opportunity 
to  examine  it  carefully  or  he  would 
have  discovered  the  fraud.  I have  a 
“1-B”  made  in  the  same  way  from  1-C. 
This  was  sold  in  the  “Collection  of  a 
Prominent  American”  in  May  1915, 
Lot  61,  figured  on  Plate  1.  The  maker 
of  this  cent  had  improved  his  tech- 
nique and  chose  a very  nice  specimen 
of  1-C. 

With  these  four  specimens  recovered 
we  are  now  able  to  check  and  confirm 
every  variety  described  by  Crosby 
forty-five  years  ago.

The  medal  shown  above  is  one  of  a 
number  struck  in  honor  ol  William 
Pitt,  “The  Great  Commoner,”  and 
friend  of  America.  Consistently,  Pitt 
raised  his  eloquent  voice  in  demands 
for  ]ust  and  generous  treatment  of 
American  Colonists,  and  against  the 
unfair  laws  and  taxes  imposed  on  them. 

Pitt  entered  parliament  in  1735  at 
the  age  of  27,  and  by  1757  had  be' 
come  Secretary  of  State.  During  1757 
the  project  of  an  American  Stamp  Act, 
a favorite  means  of  raising  revenue  in 
England,  was  being  considered  for 
American  Colonists  and  it  was  sug' 
gested  that  Pitt  propose  this  act.  In 
reply  he  said,  “I  will  never  burn  my 
fingers  with  an  American  Stamp  tax.” 
His  opposition  to  this  tax  drove  him 
from  office,  leaving  the  government  in 


the  hands  of  men  whose  subsequent  iiv 
competence  forced  the  government  to 
yield  to  the  demand  of  the  people  and 
recall  Pitt  to  office.  On  his  return  to 
power  his  wise  direction  of  govern' 
mental  affairs  placed  England  again  in 
a position  of  power  and  glory.  Thus, 
“having  saved  the  parent,”  he  re- 
signed  from  public  life.  But  five  years 
later  he  was  created  Viscount,  and  re' 
called  to  head  public  affairs. 

On  his  return  to  office  Pitt  once 
more  faced  the  problem  of  colonial 
taxation.  This  time  he  gave  his  full 
support  to  a bill  for  the  repeal  of  the 
Stamp  Act.  Benjamin  Franklin’s  testi - 
mony  on  behalf  of  the  American 
colonists,  and  Pitt’s  powerful  speech 
to  the  House  of  Commons  in  which  he 
said  that  the  king  had  “no  right  to 
levy  a tax  on  the  colonies”  nor  “to  take 
money  out  of  their  pockets  without 
their  consent,”  impressed  parliament 
greatly,  and  the  bill  for  repeal  was 
passed  by  a large  majority  in  1766. 
The  Americans,  in  gratitude  to  Pitt 
for  his  successful  efforts  in  procuring 
this  repeal,  erected  two  statues  to  him, 
one  in  New  York  City  and  one  in 
Charleston,  South  Carolina. 
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His  famous  speech  in  1 77 ^ on  the 
American  war  and  the  Boston  Port 
bill,  and  that  against  employing  Indians 
to  fight  the  American  Colonists  in 
1777  are  well  known  to  Americans. 
Another  bill  which  he  proposed  asked 
that  the  Americans  acknowledge  full 
authority  of  Parliament  but  provided 
that  no  tax  could  be  levied  except  by 
the  consent  of  the  Colonial  Assemblies. 
It  also  contained  provisions  for  the  Con- 
gress of  Colonies  to  vote  a free  grant 
to  the  king  of  a certain  perpetual 
revenue  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  parliament.  This  bill  also  was  re- 
jected at  its  first  reading. 

Pitt  was  opposed  to  granting  politi- 
cal independence  to  American  Colonies, 


as  he  considered  this  a dismemberment 
of  the  Empire.  When  m April,  1778 
while  making  a speech  in  opposition 
to  a motion  granting  independence, 
Pitt  suffered  an  attack  of  apoplexy  and 
died  a tew  weeks  later,  England  lost 
the  ablest,  if  not  the  foremost  states- 
man of  his  time. 

Other  medals  in  honor  of  Pitt  have 
been  struck  in  silver,  bronze,  copper, 
brass  and  tin,  bearing  such  mottoes  as 
“THE  RESTORER  OF  COMMERCE 
1766— NO  STAMPS,”  “THE  DE- 
FENDER OF  LIBERTY,”  and  one  on 
his  death  bearing  the  first  line  of 
Horace’s  Ode  to  Virgil,  freely  trans- 
lated “Why  should  there  be  any  shame 
or  limit  to  our  regret  at  his  loss.”
